and  making  rejDort  thereon.

Opinio:st  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Case  of  the  American 
Insurance  Company. 
The  department  report  of  last  year  set  forth  in  considerable  detail 
the  condition  of  the  American  Insurance  Company  of  Boston  as  it 
was  left  by  the  San  Francisco  conflagration  and  by  the  methods 
adopted  by  it  in  the  settlement  of  losses  in  that  city.  The  claim  of 
the  department  that  the  company  was  insolvent  and  that  a  receiver 
should  be  appointed  to  settle  up  its  affairs  was  resisted  by  its  ofiicers, 
and  the  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  who  heard  the  case  sent  it  to 
a  master  for  investigation  and  report.  Then  it  went  to  the  full  bench 
on  questions  of  law.  An  opinion  was  handed  dov^i  in  due  course, 
which  sustained  the  "views  of  the  department  relative  to  the  insolvency 
of  the  company.  The  result  was  the  appointment  of  A.  D.  Hill,  Esq., 
as  receiver.  As  there  are  important  principles  established  by  the 
opinion  as  to  what  constitutes  insolvency  for  an  insurance  company, 
it  is  deemed  advisable  to  give  the  opinion  in  full  in  this  report :  — - 

Information  by  Frederick  L.  Cutting,  Insurance  Commissioner,  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver  of  the  American  Insurance  Company.  The  cause 
was  heard  by  a  single  justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  who  ordered  the 
appointment  of  receivers  and  granted  an  injunction,  and  reserved  the  cause 
for  the  full  court  on  the  pleadings,  master's  report,  informant's  exceptions 
and  respondent's  motion  to  modify  the  injunction.     Affirmed. 

Dana  Malone,  Attorney-General,  and  Jas.  C.  Curtis,  Assistant  Attorney- 
General,  for  informant.  Herbert  Parker  and  Peabody  &  Arnold,  for  re- 
spondent. 
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Hammond,  J.  This  is  an  information  brought  by  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner under  the  provisions  of  R.  L.,  c.  118,  §  7,  in  which  the  informant  states 
that  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  company  is  insolvent,  and  that  its  condition 
is  such  as  to  render  its  further  proceedings  hazardous  to  its  policy  holders 
and  to  the  publie.  The  respondent  filed  an  answer  denying  that  it  was  in- 
solvent or  that  its  condition  was  such  as  to  render  its  further  proceedings 
hazardous  to  its  policy  holders  or  to  the  public,  and  averring  that  it  was 
"  no  longer  proceeding  with  its  business  as  an  insurance  company,  and  had 
long  since  ceased  to  write  or  issue  policies  of  insurance." 

The  case  was  heard  by  a  single  justice  of  this  court  upon  the  informant's 
exeej^tions  to  the  master's  report  and  the  respondent's  motion  for  further 
modification  of  the  interlocutory  injunction  which  had  been  theretofore 
issued.  The  judge  sustained  the  fourth  and  the  eighth  of  the  informant's 
exceptions,  overruled  all  the  others,  denied  the  resj)ondent's  motion  for  a 
modification  of  the  injunction  and  ordered  the  injunction  to  be  made  per- 
petual and  receivers  to  be  appomted,  and  then  reserved  the  ease  for  the  full 
court  upon  the  pleadings,  the  master's  report,  the  informant's  exceptions 
and  the  respondent's  motion. 

The  fourth  exception  raises  the  question  whether  the  master's  finding  that 
the  respondent  was  not  insolvent  is  correct.  Upon  the  theory  adopted  by  the 
master,  the  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  on  Nov.  16,  1906,  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  the  information,  was  $39,291.55;  and  on  Jan.  31,  1907  (the 
date  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  as  convenient  for  a  computation  of  the  assets 
and  liabilities  in  case  the  financial  condition  should  be  considered  as  of  some 
day  since  the  information  was  filed),  was  $31,052.78. 

In  reaching  this  result  the  master  disregarded  a  class  of  claims  aggregating 
over  $300,000.  If  these  claims  are  to  be  upon  the  debit  side  of  the  account, 
then  it  is  plain  that  the  master's  conclusion  is  wrong  and  the  exception  must 
be  sustained.  As  to  this  matter,  the  master  reports  that,  as  a  result  of  the 
gi'eat  fire  in  San  Francisco  of  April,  1906,  "  about  580  claims,  aggregating 
in  amount  about  $1,000,000,  were  made  against  the  resjjondent;  that  all 
but  about  70  of  these  had  been  comjDromised  and  settled  on  Nov.  16,  1906; 
and  that  all  but  about  60  had  been  settled  on  Jan.  31,  1907.  Most  of  these 
settlements  were  made  on  the  basis  of  40  per  cent,  of  the  face  of  the  policy. 
Ill  some  cases,  however,  the  respondent  paid  larger  amounts  (in  one  case  as 
much  as  90  per  cent,  of  the  face  of  the  claim),  because  it  considered  it 
expedient  to  placate  certain  claimants."  He  further  finds,  if  the  facts  are 
in  any  way  material,  as  follows :  "  There  are  also  in  the  hands  of  attorneys 
in  Boston  about  112  claims  against  the  respondent,  aggregating  over  $300,- 
000.  These  are  claims  of  policy  holders  in  California,  who  allege  that  settle- 
ments made  by  them  with  the  respondent,  under  which  they  received  40 
per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  their  claims,  were  obtained  by  false  representa- 
tions of  an  agent  of  the  respondent.  The  claims,  or  many  of  them,  were 
solicited  by  attorneys  in  California  (but  not  by  those  in  Boston),  who  agreed 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  enforcing  them  in  consideration  of  agreements  by 
the  claimants  to  pay  said  attorneys  one-half  the  amounts  recovered.     No  suits 
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have  yet  been  brought  on  these  claims.  The  informant  offered  to  prove 
that  agents  or  officers  of  the  respondent,  after  the  San  Francisco  fire,  made 
false  statements  as  to  the  respondent's  financial  condition,  for  the  purpose 
of  inducing  policy  holders  in  San  Francisco  to  accept  less  than  the  amounts 
due  them  under  their  policies,  and  that  certain  policy  holders  relied  and  acted 
upon  said  statements.  I  excluded  such  evidence,  except  so  far  as  it  tended 
to  show  admissions  of  insolvency  by  authorized  agents  of  the  respondent, 
as  being  immaterial  to  the  issues  before  me  under  the  terms  of  the  order 
of  reference  and  the  memorandum  of  decision  therein  referred  to.  I  there- 
foi-e  make  no  finding  as  to  the  validity  of  the  above  claims." 

It  is  not  explicitly  stated  in  the  report  whether  these  claims  in  the  hands 
of  the  Boston  attorneys  are  included  in  the  500  claims  aggregating  $1,000,000 
previously  mentioned  in  the  report  as,  with  a  few  exceptions,  compromised 
and  settled.  That  question,  however,  is  immaterial,  because,  even  if  the}^ 
are  included,  it  is  plain  that  so  far  as  respects  these  latter  claims  the  finding 
that  they  have  been  compromised  and  settled  must  be  taken  subject  to  the 
modification  contained  in  the  subsequent  finding  that  these  policy  holders 
contest  the  validity  of  the  settlements  on  the  ground  of  fraud  practised  by 
the  respondent  and  its  agents.  Shortly  stated,  the  master  has  found  that 
there  are  claims  aggregating  $300,000,  which  the  respondent  contends  have 
been  settled,  but  the  validity  of  the  settlement  is  disputed  by  the  policy 
holders.  It  is  clear  that  if  the  validity  of  the  claims  in  the  hands  of  the 
Boston  attorneys  should  be  finally  established  to  the  extent  of  even  one- 
seventh  of  the  amount  claimed,  there  would  be  a  substantial  excess  of  lia- 
bilities over  assets. 

In  his  investigation  as  to  the  solvency  of  the  comi^any  the  master  was  thus 
confronted  with  these  disputed  claims.  They  are  claims  made  by  the  policy 
holders  for  indemnity  for  losses  suffered.  Upon  these  policies  a  certain 
amount  had  been  paid  by  the  respondent.  What  was  the  master  to  do? 
Manifestly  he  could  not  try  and  determine  finally  the  validity  of  each  claim 
and  the  true  amount  thereof.  Such  Avould  not  only  have  been  impracticable, 
but  it  would  have  been  absolutely  useless,  because,  even  if  he  had  assumed 
to  try  and  determine  any  claim,  his  conclusion  would  not  only  have  settled 
nothing  as  between  the  insurer  and  insured,  but  would  not  have  been  even 
evidence  on  that  question  in  a  suit  between  them  on  the  policy.  And  yet 
it  is  plain  that  it  hardly  would  be  safe  to  ignore  the  existence  of  these  claims 
as  having  no  bearing  whatever  upon  the  financial  condition  of  the  respondent. 
The  action  upon  each  claim  when  brought  would  be  upon  the  policy,  and 
unless  the  validity  of  the  settlement  should  be  sustained,  the  plamtiff  would 
be  likely  to  recover.     They  were  claims  for  losses. 

It  is  strongly  urged  by  the  respondent  that  the  burden  of  proving  insol- 
vency is  upon  him  who  affirms  it;  that  the  claims  of  which  we  are  speaking 
cannot  properly  be  called  the  claims  of  policy  holders  at  all,  but  rather  are 
claims  made  by  persons  who  were  foiTnerly  policy  holders,  who  have  settled 
their  claims  under  the  policies  formerly  held  by  them ;  and  that  "  the  issue 
is  not  whether  these  persons  intend  to  present  claims  as  to  which  the  record 
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shows  compromise  settlements  but  Avhat  liabilities  actually  exist,"  and  tliat 
the  same  principle  ayouIcI  apply  even  if  the  claims  "  had  reached  the  status 
of  suits  of  law  at  the  time  of  hearing." 

The  question  whether  an  insurance  company  is  insolvent  is  frequently 
attended  with  great  difficulty,  and  where  upon  the  facts  the  question  is  close 
it  cannot  ordinarily  be  definitely  solved  until  after  the  lapse  of  considerable 
time.  Without  considering  the  degree  of  precision  to  which  the  evidence 
must  go  in  other  proceedings  in  order  to  establish  the  fact  of  insolvency, 
we  are  of  opinion  that  for  the  purpose  of  a  proceeding  such  as  this  under 
the  statute  the  Legislature  has  provided  a  plain,  practical  working  rule  for 
our  guidance.  R.  L.,  c.  118,  §  1  (re-enacted  in  St.  1907,  p.  839,  c.  576,  §  1), 
reads  as  follows :  '^ '  Net  assets '  means  the  fund  of  an  insurance  company 
available  for  the  payment  of  its  obligations  in  this  commonwealth,  ,  .  . 
after  deducting  from  such  funds  all  mipaid  losses  and  claims,  and  claims 
for  losses,  and  all  other  debts  and  liabilities  inclusive  of  policy  liability  and 
exclusive  of  capital."  "  Claims  for  losses  "  is  a  very  broad  term,  and  must 
be  considered  as  including  all  claims,  as  well  those  which  finally  shall  turn 
out  to  be  invalid  as  those  which  finally  shall  turn  out  to  be  valid.  Whenever 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  finds  that  by  applying  the  statute  rule  any 
insurance  company  is  deficient  in  assets  for  the  payment  of  its  obligations, 
he  is  justified  in  proceeding  against  it  as  insolvent;  and  the  proof  of  such 
a  state  of  things  is  sufficient  proof  of  the  insolvency  of  the  company  for  the 
purposes  of  this  proceeding. 

Ai^plying  this  rule  to  the  facts  stated  in  the  master's  report,  it  is  seen  that 
the  insolvency  of  the  defendant  is  amply  shown;  and  the  fourth  exception 
must  be  sustained. 

The  master  "  finds  and  rules  that  the  respondent's  condition  was  not  such 
as  to  render  its  further  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  its  affairs 
hazardous  to  the  policy  holders,"  and  the  eighth  exception  raises  the  ques- 
tion whether  this  is  correct.  As  to  this  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  respondent 
through  its  counsel  annoimced  to  the  master  at  the  hearing  that  it  did  not 
intend  or  desire  to  proceed  wdth  its  business  in  the  sense  of  writing  new 
policies  or  of  entering  into  any  new  obligations  except  for  the  purpose  of 
winding  up  its  busmess  and  paying  its  obligations  as  they  matured;  and  that 
it  was  willing  to  make  a  stipulation  to  that  effect  and  to  be  enjoined  from 
so  proceeding.  At  the  argument  before  us  we  understand  the  respondent  to 
take  the  same  position.  Consequently,  the  question  as  to  hazard  to  the  public, 
as  distinguished  from  its  present  policy  holders,  is  not  before  us. 

It  is  strongly  contended  by  the  respondent  that,  even  if  it  is  insolvent, 
there  can  be  no  hazard  to  its  policy  holders.  But  we  cannot  accede  to  that 
view.  The  respondent  desires  to  go  on  and  settle  losses.  It  is  plain  that 
if  the  respondent  does  this,  and  pays  the  losses  as  fast  as  judgments  are 
obtained  against  it  or  settlements  are  made,  as  it  desires  to  do,  then  in  ease 
of  insolvency  those  claimants  who  last  get  judgments  or  last  agree  upon  the 
amount  due  will  fail  to  have  their  claims  paid.     To   allow  the  respondent 
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to  continue  to  dispose  of  the  assets  in  this  way  Avould  be  a  proceeding 
hazardous  at  least  to  some  of  the  policy  holders. 

Lastly,  it  is  contended  that,  even  if  it  be  insolvent,  and  even  if  its  further 
proceedings  are  hazardous  to  the  policy  holders,  nevertheless,  the  only  in- 
junction that  can  be  issued  is  against  its  further  proceeding  with  its  busi- 
ness,—  that  is,  with  new  business;  that  the  only  new  business  is  the  issuing 
of  policies;  and  that,  inasmuch  as  it  does  not  propose  to  issue  new  policies, 
but  only  to  settle  losses  on  policies  already  issued,  no  injunction  should  issue. 
This  position  is  untenable.  The  insurance  business,  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant part  of  it,  especially  when  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
policy  holders,  includes  the  payment  of  losses  as  well  as  the  issuing  of  con- 
tracts; and  the  statute  should  be  construed  to  extend  to  the  prohibition  of  any 
part  of  the  business  the  carrying  on  of  which  would  be  hazardous  to  its 
present  policy  holders.     The  decision  sustaining  this  exception  was  correct. 

It  becomes  unnecessary  to  consider  the  other  exceptions. 

Decree  affinned. 


FiEE  Losses  made  Peefeeked  Claims. 
The  San  Francisco  conflagration  directed  attention  to  the  fact  that, 
in  case  of  the  insolvency  of  a  stock  fire  insurance  company,  it  might 
happen  that  those  who  have  perhaps  lost  their  all  by  the  burning  of 
their  insured  property  must  share  with  those  who  have  lost  nothing 
hj  the  disaster,  when  the  bankrupt  company's  assets  are  distributed. 
In  other  words,  the  general  rule  of  distribution  has  been  that  claims 
for  return  premiums  on  unperformed  contracts  have  had  the  same 
standing  as  claims  for  losses  by  fire.  This  hardly  seemed  just,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  purpose  of  insurance  is  to  distribute  the 
heavy  losses  of  the  few  among  the  many.  The  placing  of  both  classes 
of  claimants  on  the  same  level  in  respect  to  their  claims  seems  to  be 
in  conflict  with  this  purpose.  This  view  of  the  case  was  set  forth  in 
the  fifty-second  fire  report  of  this  department,  and  followed  by  a 
recommendation  that  a  law  be  enacted  that  would  make  loss  claimants 
preferred  creditors  over  those  who  have  claims  merely  for  the  return 
of  unearned  premiums.  Such  a  law  was  enacted  and  went  into  effect 
on  March  2  of  the  current  year,  and  reads  as  follows :  — 

When  a  domestic  fire  insurance  company,  Avhether  stock  or  mutual,  becomes 
insolvent,  or  is  unable  to  pay  in  full  its  liabilities  as  set  forth  in  section 
eleven  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seven,  unpaid  losses  arising  from  the  contingencies  insured 
against  by  its  contracts  shall,  in  the  distribution  of  its  assets,  whether  liquida- 
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tion  is  effected  by  a  receiver  or  otherwise,  be  deemed  and  treated  as  preferred 
claims  over  claims  for  return  premiums  on  uncompleted  contracts.  But 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  impair  the  obligations  noAV  or  hereafter  imposed 
by  law  upon  the  officers  of  a  mutual  company  to  make  assessments  to  pay 
all  legal  obligations  of  the  company. 


Rebates  on  Premiums  foe  Insurance. 
The  evil  of  rebating  in  life  insurance  has  long  been  recognized, 
and  an  attempt  was  made  many  years  ago  to  discourage  it  by  enacting 
a  stringent  law  to  penalize  those  companies  and  agents  who  indulged 
in  it.  This  statute  was  strengthened  in  190Y  by  an  enactment  making 
the  receiver  of  a  rebate  equally  liable  with  the  giver  to  the  penalty 
prescribed  by  the  law.  On  the  initiative  of  representatives  of  the  fire 
insurance  interests,  this  law  has  now  been  extended  so  as  to  cover  all 
classes  of  insurance  except  marine,  and  reads  as  follows :  — 

Section  1.  No  insurance  company  transacting  in  this  commonwealth  any 
of  the  kinds  of  business  s^Decified  in  section  thirty-two  of  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
and  no  agent,  sub-agent  or  broker  thereof,  shall  offer  to  pay  or  allow  as 
inducement  to  msurance  any  rebate  of  premium  payable  on  the  policy,  or 
any  special  favor  or  advantage  in  the  dividends  or  other  benefit  to  accrue 
thereon,  or  any  valuable  consideration  or  inducement  not  specified  in  the  policy 
contract  of  insurance;  or  give,  sell  or  purchase,  or  offer  to  give,  sell  or  pur- 
chase as  inducement  to  insurance  or  in  connection  therewith,  any  stocks, 
bonds  or  other  securities  of  any  insurance  company  or  other  corporation, 
association  or  partnership,  or  any  dividends  or  profits  accrued  thereon,  or 
anything  of  value  whatsoever,  not  specified  in  the  policy. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  receive  or  accept  from  any  company  or  agent, 
sub-agent,  broker  or  any  other  person  any  such  rebate  of  premium  payable 
on  the  policy,  or  any  special  favor  or  advantage  in  the  dividend  or  other 
benefits  to  accrue  thereon,  or  any  valuable  consideration  or  inducement  not 
specified  in  the  policy  of  insurance.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from 
testifying,  or  from  producing  any  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements  or 
documents  at  the  trial  of  any  other  person  charged  with  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  act,  on  the  ground  that  such  testimony  or  evidence  may  tend 
to  incriminate  himself,  but  no  pei-son  shall  be  prosecuted  for  any  act,  con- 
cerning which  he  shall  be  compelled  so  to  testify  or  produce  evidence,  docu- 
mentary or  otherwise,  except  for  perjury  committed  in  so  testifying. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  kind  of  busi- 
ness specified  in  the  second  clause  of  section  thirty-two  of  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
either  as  to  company,  agent,  broker  or  insured. 

Section  4.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars.     [Approved  May  12,  1908. 
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The  Conflagration  Hazakd. 

The  weakness  of  human  effort  in  coping  with  a  conflagration  in 
a  city  has  again  been  demonstrated  in  Massachusetts.  This  is  the 
second  time  within  a  generation,  and  there  is  now  no  reason  why 
people  living  in  our  thickly  settled  communities  should  be  ignorant 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  certain  conflagration  hazard  to  which  their 
property  and  to  some  extent  their  lives  are  subject.  This  is  a  hazard 
outside  the  usual  burning  of  a  house  or  city  block,  which  is  the  kind 
of  loss  people  usually  have  in  mind  when  they  insure  their  property. 
The  insurance  companies  have  learned,  however,  by  the  fast-recurring 
experiences  of  the  past  few  years,  such  as  they  have  had  at  Paterson, 
Baltimore,  San  Francisco  and  now  at  Chelsea,  that  it  is  not  all  there 
is  to  fire  insurance  to  pay  an  occasional  loss  by  the  burning  or  partial 
destruction  of  a  building  or  its  contents.  The  public,  too,  is  learn- 
ing, through  the  increased  cost  of  insurance,  that  insurance  compa- 
nies do  not  pay  the  losses.  They  are  simply  distributing  agencies. 
Even  in  the  case  of  a  stock  company,  aside  from  the  capital  furnished 
by  the  stockholders,  the  funds  for  the  payment  of  losses  are  provided 
by  the  public.  If  losses  increase  through  great  conflagrations  the 
fountain  that  supplies  the  stream  of  funds  is  the  pockets  of  the  in- 
sured. It  cannot  be  otherwise.  Even  if  the  State,  with  the  wealth 
at  its  command,  should  go  into  the  insurance  business  the  funds  for 
paying  losses  would  come  from  the  same  source. 

Accepting  it  as  a  fact  that  the  conflagration  hazard  cannot  be  es- 
caped in  this  country  until  our  cities  and  large  towns  are  rebuilt  of 
material  that  is  of  a  less  inflammable  nature,  which  will  not  be  for 
many  generations,  and  admitting  also  the  further  fact  that  our  in- 
surance companies  perform  the  service  of  agencies  in  collecting  funds 
to  be  distributed  among  those  who  have  losses,  it  becomes  important 
to  the  public  that  the  companies  shall  not  fail  to  pay  these  losses 
when  disaster  comes;  and  that  they  be  large  enough  and  strong 
enough  to  settle,  even  though  a  larger  disaster  overtakes  us  than  we 
have  yet  experienced.  This  is  a  result  of  first  importance  to  the 
public.  It  can  be  attained  only  through  adequate  rates  for  insur- 
ance, which  will  allow  the  companies  to  accumulate  surpluses  against 
that  day  of  disaster,  and  by  good  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  under- 
writers in  taking  risks  in  congested  districts.  In  other  words,  there 
should  be  such  a  distribution  of  risks  in  a  given  city  by  each  and 
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every  companv  that  the  chances  of  bankruptcy,  should  an  extensive 
conflagration  occur,  would  be  much  less  than  appears  to  be  the  case 
at  present  with  some  companies,  judging  from  the  experiences  in  both 
the  San  Francisco  and  Chelsea  disasters.  There  can  be  no  question 
but  that  certain  companies  were  carrying  more  risks  in  the  city  of 
Chelsea  than  was  prudent  in  view  of  their  ability  to  pay  losses,  and 
it  is  altogether  probable  —  and  this  is  a  consideration  that  might 
as  well  be  faced  —  that  there  are  companies  now  carrying  risks,  and 
what  are  known  as  "  preferred  "  risks,  in  some  of  our  Massachusetts 
cities  that  are  altogether  disproportionate  to  their  ability  to  pay  the 
probable  loss  in  case  of  a  conflagration.  Such  companies  should,  it 
is  needless  to  say,  review  carefully  the  situation  and  take  steps  to 
"  scatter  their  risks,"  resisting  the  temptation  to  accept  oft^rs  of 
premiums  on  the  so-called  "  preferred  "  class  even,  if  prudence  sug- 
gests that  it  means  too  many  risks  in  one  location,  or  in  such  close 
proximity  as  to  be  subject  to  the  conflagration  hazard.  Indeed,  if 
companies  do  not  heed  the  recent  warnings  they  have  received  it  may 
be  necessary  to  provide  by  statute  that  in  some  way  the  companies 
shall  make  public  the  amounts  which  they  have  at  risk  in  all  the 
cities  where  they  do  business  in  such  detail  as  to  show  what  they 
have  assumed  in  the  various  congested  areas  which  would  be  presum- 
ably swept  by  a  conflagration. 

As  bearing  upon  the  general  question  thus  raised  the  following 
table  will  be  instructive.  The  loss  column  is  made  up  from  special 
returns  furnished  this  department  at  its  request,  and  in  most  cases 
show  the  actual  amounts  paid  by  the  companies,  and  where  this  is 
not  the  case  the  actual  figures  of  the  settled  losses  are  given,  and 
estimates  added  where  the  adjustment  of  the  losses  has  not  been 
reached.  The  figures  in  the  other  columns  show  the  surplus  above 
all  liabilities  on  December  31  last,  as  allowed  by  this  department  after 
careful  audit  of  their  statements,  and,  in  the  case  of  stock  companies, 
the  amount  of  their  capital  stock.  It  is  fair  to  observe  that  the  stocks 
and  bonds  held  by  the  companies  have  appreciated  in  value  since 
December,  which  should  be  taken  into  consideration.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  are  three  Massachusetts  miitiials, 
namely,  the  Citizens'  of  Boston,  the  Cambridge  of  Cambridge  and  the 
Merrimac  of  Andover,  and  one  stock  company  of  another  State,  the 
United  Firemen's  of  Philadelphia,  which  suffered  losses  which  were 
altogether  disproportionate  to  their  resources,  due  in  part  to  the  fact 
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presumably  that  an  active  agency  in  that  city  secured  for  them  a 
much  larger  volume  in  the  city  than,  as  the  sequel  proved,  it  was 
prudent  for  them  to  carry.  These  companies,  however,  will  each  be 
able  to  pay  their  losses  in  full  if  they  have  not  already  done  so.  They 
have  also  protected  their  outstanding  policy  holders  by  reinsurance 
either  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  Royal  has  assumed  all  the  liabilities 
under  the  policies  of  the  Cambridge  and  of  the  Citizens'  in  force  on 
April  12  on  which  there  had  been  no  loss  ;  the  Traders'  and  Mechanics' 
of  Lowell  assumed  a  considerable  part  of  the  risks  of  the  Merrimac, 
and  the  Phenix  of  Brooklyn  took  over  nearly  all  the  business  of  the 
United  Firemen's.  Three  of  these  companies  are  now  actively  in  the 
field  for  business  and  appear  to  be  up  to  the  standard  prescribed  by 
the  laws.  The  Cambridge  has  suspended  the  writing  of  new  busi- 
ness, and  its  directors  have  not  at  the  date  of  this  report  determined 
upon  the  course  to  pursue  for  the  future. 


Feed'e:  Loed  Cutting. 

It  is  fitting  to  recognize  in  this  report  the  long  and  efiicient  service 
which  my  immediate  predecessor  as  Insurance  Commissioner,  Fred'k 
Lord  Cutting,  rendered  to  the  Commonwealth.  Even  before  he  at- 
tained his  majority  he  was  enrolled  as  a  volunteer  in  a  Massachusetts 
regiment,  and  served  his  State  and  the  nation  until  the  end  of  the 
war,  participating  in  many  battles,  and  being  at  the  very  seat  of 
operations  when  the  army  of  Lee  surrendered  and  Richmond  fell. 
Then  he  became  one  of  the  great  multitude  of  those  who  turned  their 
faces  northward,  no  longer  soldiers,  but  civilians,  ready  for  any 
honorable  employment.  He  had  not  long  to  wait,  for  on  Oct.  22, 
1866,  he  obtained  a  place  in  the  Adjutant-General's  office  at  the  State 
House,  and  his  aptitude  for  such  service,  and  his  efiiciency,  became 
noteworthy.  In  1872  he  was  transferred  to  the  insurance  department, 
upon  invitation  of  Julius  L.  Clarke,  then  Insurance  Commissioner. 
At  that  time  the  work  of  the  department  was  so  light  that  he  per- 
formed about  all  the  clerical  service  required ;  but  he  saw  it  increase 
to  a  magnitude  that  requires  a  force  of  fifty  persons  to  do  what  the 
laws  now  require  it  to  accomplish.  He  served  long  as  chief  clerk, 
and  as  such  was  a  subordinate  who  gladdened  the  heart  of  the  head 
of  the  department,  for  his  intelligence,  faithfulness  and  industry  were 
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such  that  the  utmost  reliance  could  be  placed  in  him.  On  Sept.  1, 
1894,  in  the  shifting  which  always  comes  in  time,  he  was  promoted 
to  the  position  of  Deputy  Insurance  Commissioner.  ]^o  one  could 
have  been  found  better  fitted  for  its  duties.  He  liked  the  position, 
and  filled  it  with  conspicuous  success.  When,  three  years  later,  he 
was  asked  by  Governor  Wolcott  to  take  the  commissionership,  he 
hesitated,  but  finally  consented,  and  for  ten  years  kept  the  Massa- 
chusetts insurance  department  in  the  forefront,  making  a  name  for 
himself  in  insurance  circles  throughout  this  country.  During  these 
ten  years  the  present  Insurance  Commissioner,  serving  as  deputy,  was 
very  intimately  associated  with  him,  and  the  longer  the  acquaintance 
the  deeper  was  his  regard  for  the  sterling  qualities  of  his  chief.  Mr. 
Cutting  was  positive,  earnest  and  honest.  His  purpose  to  hold  him- 
self and  the  Massachusetts  insurance  department  above  suspicion  was 
achieved.  While  there  were  perhaps  many  who  were  ready  to  criti- 
cise the  head  of  the  department,  they  never  voiced  a  suspicion  that 
Mr.  Cutting  was  ever  actuated  in  his  dealings  by  sordid  or  dishonest 
motives.  While  he  was  sensitive  to  criticism,  he  well  knew,  as  must 
be  evident  to  all  upon  consideration,  that  no  one  can  possibly  do  his 
duty  in  such  a  position  without  thwarting  the  purposes  or  disappoint- 
ing the  hopes  of  many  persons  who  ignorantly  or  wilfully  are  engaged 
in  practices  that  are  not  in  harmony  with  public  interest.  Such 
persons,  whether  in  high  or  low  position,  Mr.  Cutting  did  not  hesitate 
to  encounter  whenever  they  were  discovered  trespassing  within  his 
jurisdiction  as  commissioner.  There  were  some  warm  contests  which 
it  is  not  now  necessary  to  recall.  In  them  all,  when  the  final  adjudi- 
cation came  by  the  highest  tribunal  of  the  Commonwealth,  he  was 
upheld. 

But  he  was  not  merely  an  honest  and  able  commissioner,  —  he  was 
a  man  whom  it  was  a  pleasure  to  know  and  to  associate  with.  His 
sympathies  were  deep  and  strong ;  his  affection  for  his  family  and 
friends  most  tender.  Could  he  have  been  spared,  after  his  retirement 
from  office,  for  a  few  years  of  leisure,  it  would  have  seemed  a  fitting 
reward  for  many  years  of  faithful  service ;  but  it  was  not  to  be.  His 
resignation  took  effect  ISTov.  30,  190Y,  and  he  died  on  the  Yth  of  the 
January  following. 
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Department  Fustances. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1907,  the  insurance  depart- 
ment collected  from  fees  of  various  kinds,  which  the  commissioner 
is  required  by  law  to  charge,  the  sum  of  $81,902.30 ;  its  expenditures 
during  that  period  amounted  to  $62,482.09,  leaving  a  net  surplus 
accruing  to  the  Commonwealth  of  $19,420.21.  There  was  received 
from  brokers'  licenses,  $20,140 ;  agents'  licenses,  $40,912 ;  valuation 
of  policies,  $12,437.64;  filing  annual  statements,  $6,043;  and  the 
balance  from  various  miscellaneous  sources.

Deak  Sie  :  • —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  compliance  with  the 
law,  the  fourth  annual  rei3ort  of  this  office  on  fires,  as  follows :  — 

The  total  number  of  fires  throughout  the  State  during  the  year 
1907  was  5,794,  of  which  4,054  were  in  frame  buildings,  1,545  in 
brick  or  stone  buildings,  and  195  other  than  building  fires.  The  loss 
on  the  same  was  $7,962,775  ;  the  sound  value  of  the  property  damaged 
by  fire  was  $156,789,376;  amount  of  insurance  at  risk  on  same, 
$130,344,032;  insurance  loss  paid  on  same,  $6,630,326.  Of  the 
total  number  of  fires,  143,  or  2.46  per  cent.,  were  of  incendiary 
origin.  The  total  sound  value  of  property  damaged  by  incendiary 
fires  was  $1,346,830;  total  insurance  on  same,  $1,110,481;  total  loss, 
$214,487;  and  the  insurance  loss  was  $149,148. 

There  were  647  fires  of  unknown  origin.  The  total  sound  value 
of  property  damaged  by  such  fires  was  $29,624,257 ;  the  total  amount 
of  insurance  on  same  w^as  $26,926,906;  total  loss,  $2,357,557;  insur- 
ance loss,  $2,029,497. 

The  total  number  of  fires  in  the  city  of  Boston  during  the  year  was 
1,917,  of  which  884  were  in  frame  buildings,  968  in  brick  or  stone 
buildings,  and  65  were  other  than  building  fires.  The  total  value 
involved  in  Boston  fires  was  $34,477,865 ;  insurance  thereon,  $30,- 
204,317;  total  amount  of  loss,  $2,097,066;  total  insurance  loss, 
$1,957,903.  Of  the  total  number  of  fires  in  Boston,  19,  or  .099  per 
cent.,  were  incendiary.  The  total  valuation  of  the  property  damaged 
by  these  fires  was  $175,065;  the  total  amount  of  insurance  on  the 
same  was  $152,031 ;  total  loss,  $21,283  ;  total  insurance  loss,  $18,709. 

The  causes  of  211  of  the  Boston  fires  were  unknown.  The  total 
valuation  of  the  property  so  damaged  was  $6,874,109 ;  insurance  on 
same,  $7,164,333  ;  total  loss,  $808,112  ;  total  insurance  loss,  $760,570. 

The  total  number  of  fires  in  the  State,  outside  of  Boston,  was  3,877. 
Total  valuation  of  property  damaged,  $122,311,511;  total  insurance 
on  same,  $100,039,715]  total  loss,  $5,865,709;  total  insurance  loss, 
$4,672,423. 

Of  these  fires,  3,170  were  in  frame  buildings,  577  in  brick  or  stone 
buildings,  and  130  were  other  than  building  fires. 
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Of  these  fires,  124,  or  3.19  per  cent,  of  the  total  number,  were  of 
incendiary  origin.  The  total  valuation  of  property  damaged  by  these 
fires  was  $1,171,765;  insurance  on  same,  $958,450;  loss,  $193,204; 
insurance  loss,  $130,439. 

Of  the  fires  in  the  State,  outside  of  Boston,  436  were  of  unJoiown 
origin.  The  valuation  of  the  property  so  damaged  was  $22,750,148; 
insurance  on  same,  $19,762,573 ;  loss,  $1,549,445 ;  insurance  loss, 
$1,268,927. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  for  burning  and  arson  for  the  year 
1907  was  80.  There  have  been  60  convictions.  Percentage  of  con- 
victions to  arrests,  75. 

Of  the  incendiary  fires  in  the  city  of  Boston,  4  were  caused  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  insurance,  6  were  caused  by  malice,  1  was  set 
by  an  intoxicated  person,  and  the  motive  for  8  is  unknown. 

Of  the  incendiary  fires  occurring  in  the  State  outside  of  Boston,  18 
were  caused  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  insurance,  35  from  malice, 
4  were  set  by  thieves  to  cover  theft,  15  for  revenge,  8  by  intoxicated 
persons,  4  by  insane  persons,  1  by  a  demented  person,  1  by  person 
subject  to  epileptic  fits,  and  the  motive  for  38  is  unknown. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  tlie  following 
figTires :  — 

In  the  State,  exclusive  of  Boston,  in  1906  there  were  3,470  fires; 
in  1907  there  were  3,877  fires.  In  the  city  of  Boston  in  1906  there 
were  1,352  fires;  in  1907  there  were  1,917  fires.  This  is  an  increase 
of  fires  throughout  the  State,  exclusive  of  Boston,  of  407.  In  Boston 
this  is  an  increase  of  565  fires,  or  nearly  50  per  cent,  increase  over 
the  number  of  the  year  preceding. 

As  the  population  increases  throughout  the  State  it  may  be  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  a  greater  number  of  fires  reported  from 
year  to  year,  but  apparently  no  explanation  can  be  offered  for  the  re- 
markable increase  in  the  number  of  fires  in  the  year  1907. 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  department  considers  as  a  fire 
and  keeps  a  record  only  of  those  by  which  there  was  an  actual  property 
loss.  It  does  not  record  the  number  of  alarms,  nor  grass,  chimney 
or  brush  fires.
